INTERNATIONAL LICENSING BROADENED 


On September 9th the FCC adopted a Notice. 


of Proposed Rule Making (RM-8677; WT Docket 
96-188) in the matter of Amendment of the 
Amateur Service Rules to Authorize Visiting 
Foreign Amateur Operators to Operate Stations in 
the United States. This proposed action is, in effect, 
proposed formal action by the U.S. to permit 
foreign nationals holding a valid CEPT or CITEL 
license to operate in the U.S. for limited periods. 
Here is an abbreviated text of the NPRM. 


I. Introduction and Executive Summary 


1. This Notice of Proposed Rule Making 
(Notice) proposes to amend the amateur service 
rules to authorize citizens of certain countries in 
Europe and the Americas to operate stations while 
on short visits in the United States (U.S.). 


The proposed amendment of our rules would 
facilitate expeditious implementation of two 
pending international reciprocal operating 
arrangements. These arrangements are intended 
to make it easier for U.S. amateur operators to 
operate stations temporarily in twenty-two 
European countries, eight South American 
countries, Mexico, and Honduras. 


They also would benefit amateur operators of 
these same countries by allowing them to operate 
stations in places where the service is regulated by 
the Commission. :

4. Under CEPT Recommendation T/R 61-01 
(CEPT Agreement), CEPT radio-amateur licenses 
are granted by the country of which the person is a 
citizen. By possession of these licenses, holder: :

participating CEPT country without first obtaining 
another license or permit from the host country. 
The CEPT Agreement also provides for reciprocal

A. Regulatory Procedures 


7. Forei gn Amateur Operators Visiting the U.S. 


We believe that U.S. participation in both the CEPT 


Agreement and the CITEL/Amateur Convention 
would benefit U.S. amateur operators who travel 
to Europe and to the Americas, as well as foreign 
amateur operators visiting places where the 
amateur service is regulated by the Commission. 
Arrangements of the types contemplated are 
authorized by the Communications Act. 


Those statutory provisions authorize the 
Commission to permit an alien, licensed by his or 
her government as an amateur operator, to operate 
an amateur station in the U.S., provided there is in 
effect a multilateral or bilateral agreement that 
allows such operation on a reciprocal basis. 
Therefore, in anticipation of U.S. participation, we 
tentatively conclude that the rules should be 
amended to authorize, by rule, citizens of 
participating CEPT countries holding CEPT radio- 
amateur licenses and citizens of participating 
CITEL countries holding IARPs to operate amateur 
stations in the U.S. temporarily. 


8. We believe that the temporary period for 
operation in the United States under a CEPT radio- 
amateur license or IARP should be of sufficient 
duration to provide flexibility for foreign visitors 
on business trips and vacations, tourists and persons 
attending conferences, as well as students and 
visiting professors, to operate their amateur stations 


without the need to submit applications or take 


examinations well in advance of their visit. We 
are proposing to authorize up to 180 days within 
the immediately preceding five years. This would 
benefit foreign amateur operators who make

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several short-term visits to the United States during 


the five years, as well as those who make but a 
single visit. | 


_ We expect that during such short-term visits, 


station operation by a foreign visitor would be of a. 


relatively simple nature probably using a hand-held 
or mobile transceiver. We do not anticipate that 
sophisticated station operations such as beacon, 


repeater, or auxiliary station ppcralons would be. 


attempted. 


- Ourrules currently do not authorize a reciprocal 
permittee to engage in such special operations, and 
these rules would apply to these two new categories 
of reciprocal licensees as well. During a brief visit, 
the burdensome construction or transport of these 
more complex stations would be unlikely., Thus, 
proof of competence and knowledge of our unique 
rules in these advanced areas — which are 
requirements for our licensees — appear 
unnecessary. We. believe that the underlying 
foreign license can stand as proof of qualification 
to properly perform, for a short period, the duties 
required for uncomplicated amateur station 
operation. A longer stay, however, would appear 
to warrant obtaining an amateur service license 
because of the likelihood of more sophisticated 
station operations. | 


We request comment on our conclusion that 
foreign visitors with CEPT radioamateur licenses 
and IARPs can operate amateur stations properly 
under our rules during short-term visits, based upon 
the underlying licenses that they hold from their 
own country. Additionally, comments are 
requested concerning our proposed definition of 


short-term visits as stays for 180 days within the 


immediately preceding five years. Any 
commenters supporting a longer or shorter period 
of time should provide an explanation of why such 
time periods would be more appropriate. 


9. We believe generally that widespread access 
to information of the authorization status of 
transmitting stations promotes self-policing and 
discourages unlicensed stations from operating on 
the amateur service bands. We provide an 
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accessible data base listing the amateur stations and 
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operators that we authorize. The amateur service — 
community further processes and disseminates this. 
information electronically. ane

For this purpose, we propose to rely upon (la a q 
public notice containing the necessary explanation, — 1

citizenship. For the CITEL/Amateur Convention, 
we have no objection to the mechanism that ARRL 4 
wishes to establish for the issuance of [ARP . 
documents to U.S. citizens. We request comment _ 
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yn these conclusions and issues, including the 
lesirability of relying upon a public notice or other 
document similar to that proposed for the CEPT 
Agreement. aes 


B. Operator Privileges 


11. Additionally, in view of the variations in 
operator requirements and privileges between 
countries and the temporary nature of the intended 
operations, the CEPT radio-amateur license or 
IARP should not be used to circumvent the license 
examination system of the host country. We 
| propose, therefore, that no resident alien or U.S. 
| citizen, regardless of any other citizenship held, 
| beeligible to operate an amateur station in the U.S. 
| under a’ CEPT radio-amateur license or IARP. We 
believe that the operating requirements for a 
resident alien in the U.S. should be the same as 
that for a U.S. citizen. We propose, moreover, that 


| when a non-U.S. citizen holding either a CEPT 


| radio-amateur license or an IARP obtains a ten- 
year term Commission license grant, only the 
| operator privileges of the Commission license 
| apply. When a person, regardless of citizenship, 
| obtains a Commission license, the skill level at 
| which the person can operate a station properly in 
the U.S. has been established accurately by our 
| amateur service community. The volunteer 
examiners in the community determine through a 
| series of increasingly difficult examinations in 
| regulatory, operational, and technical matters the 
| highest of the six classes of operator license at 
| which the person can operate an amateur station 
| properly under the Commission’s rules for the 
| amateur service. We request comment on these 
proposed safeguards for our amateur operator 
| license examination system. 


| 12. There afte two classes of CEPT radio- 
amateur licenses and IARPs. Class 1 requires 
knowledge of the international Morse code and 
_ carries all operating privileges. It is, therefore, 
| similar to our Amateur Extra Class. Class 2 does 
| not require knowledge of telegraphy and carries 
| all operating privileges above 30 MHz. It is, 
| therefore, similar to our Technician Class operator 
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license. We propose, therefore, to authorize for 
Class 1 operators the frequency privileges of 
Amateur Extra Class operators. We further 
propose to authorize for Class 2 operators the 
frequency privileges of Technician Class 
operators. Finally, we propose to add the CEPT 
radio- amateur license and the IARP to the rule 
providing for station identification by foreign 
visitors operating amateur stations in the U.S. We 
request comment on these proposed operator 
privileges and station identification requirements. 


IV. Conclusion 

13. Accordingly, we propose to amend Part 
97 of the rules to authorize, by rule, a person 
holding a CEPT radio-amateur license issued by 
a participating CEPT country or an IARP issued 
under the authority of a participating CITEL 
country to temporarily operate, for a period of 180 
days or less, an amateur station in the U.S. 
Citizens of these countries visiting the U.S., such 
as tourists, attendees at conferences, students and 
visiting professors, would benefit from having a 
convenient procedure available whereby they 
could operate their amateur stations while here in - 
the U.S. Additionally, U.S. citizens who travel in 
Europe or in the Americas for short visits would 
similarly benefit. Comments are invited on the 
proposals described above.

The ARRL Report provides a brief summary of 
information published in the ARRL LETTER and 
other reports.

League petitions FCC to change 
new RF safety rules 


The ARRL has petitioned the FCC to 
reconsider and reverse portions of the 
-Commission’s August 1, 1996. Report and Order 
that imposed RF-emission safety standards on 
Amateur Radio, including a 50-W threshold to 
trigger an RF-safety evaluation. 


In setting the 50-W threshold, the ARRL said, 
the FCC failed to consider the effect of antenna 
height, antenna gain, emission mode, duty cycle 
or operating frequency. The League asked the FCC 
either to scale the evaluation threshold by 


frequency to match the maximum permissible 


exposure (MPE) limits—directly corresponding to 
the way the regulations scale the exposure levels 
with frequency—or to set the evaluation threshold 
for all HF operation at 150 W at a distance of 10 
meters from all parts of the antenna. 


At or below that power level and at that distance 
from the radiator, “‘you’d be well on the side of 
safe, even at 100% duty cycle, with any antenna 
‘likely to be encountered on HF,” said ARRL 
Laboratory Supervisor Ed Hare, KAI1CV, our HQ 
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staff liaison to the ARRL RF Safety Committee. 7 
“Some VHF/UHF and microwave station) 
configurations could result in any RE exposure: 
exceeding the requirements of the regulations, so 
the 50-W limit to trigger an evaluation is more | 
appropriate above 30 MHz,” said Hare. The ARRL” 
Laboratory staff is working on a QST article that 
explains the new RF-safety regulations. 


“The article will tell hams how to evaluate their 
stations to be in compliance with the new rules,” 
Hare explained. Hare also emphasized that all 
stations, regardless of output power or frequency, : 
still must abide by the specified MPE limits for 
RF. 


“Even my 10-mW HF station has to be in — 
compliance with the MPE limits. At that power 
level, even under the existing rules, I don’t have to © 
evaluate whether it is in compliance, however; it 
is presumed that stations running less than 50 eo { 
PEP are in compliance.” 


The new rules, effective January 1, 1997, q 
require licensees of amateur stations running 50 
W output or more on any band to conduct a routine ] 
RF-safety evaluation to determine if the station - 
could expose people to RF levels that exceed the ~

While the FCC preempted state and local

“without any basis for the distinction.” 


__ The League’s petition also said the rules in the 
Report and Order “contain substantive obligations” 
that affect both individual hams and the preparation 
of ham radio examinations. The ARRL already 
_has asked the FCC to extend the deadline to change 
amateur examinations and modify question pools, 
but the Commission has yet to act on the request. 


“The Commission failed to address the impact 
on radio amateurs, amateur groups, or publishers 
of Amateur Radio examination preparation 
materials” the League said. Noting that the FCC 
has not yet issued revised documents to assist 
Amateur Radio licenses in determining MPE 
: compliance, the League said that, as it now stands, 
hams have no way to determine the scope of their 
obligation under the new rules. 
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The League suggested the FCC vacate its new 
RF safety rules governing amateur stations and 
issue a further notice to permit comment on the 
proposed rules, and, in particular, the 50-W 
threshold. Hare said the League’s proposed HF 
threshold of 150-W at 10 meters distance fromthe 
antenna “encompasses a much greater range of 
typical Amateur Radio operation without 
compromising safety.” 


According to the September 9, 1996 issue of 
Radio Communications Report, the ARRL was not 
the only one to challenge the RF exposure 
guidelines. Others filing petitions for 
reconsideration or clarification are the Personal 
Communications Industry Association, the 
Electromagnetic Energy Association, Hammett & 
Edison Inc (a consulting firm) and the US 
Department of Defense. 


ARRL Membership is at an All-Time High 


Good news from the 1996 ARRL National 
Convention at Peoria, Illinois held the weekend of 
September 13 indicated that ARRL membership 
hit an all-time record of 173,491 members in 
August. The previous all-time high of 172.752 was 
reached in March 1995, just before a small dues 
increase took effect that caused a slight decline. 


Especially over the past two months, radio 
amateurs have been joining the ARRL in large 
numbers to express their support for the League’s 
efforts to defend Amateur Radio frequency 
allocations against commercial encroachment. In 
atypical month, about 1500 people join the ARRL 
for the first time. During July and August 1996, 
the figures were 2461 and 1988 respectively. 


ARRL Executive Vice President David 
Sumner, K1ZZ, was encouraged by the 
membership trend and hopes it will continue. “In 
this uncertain period, when more and more of the 
radio spectrum is being offered to the highest 
bidder, amateurs recognize that we have to stick 
together. The ARRL is the best glue we have,” he 


commented. 
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More Ham Radio on the Silver Screen 


Ham radio has another movie rule on the 
horizon, in the Warner Bros movie Contact (based 
on Carl Sagan’s 1985 novel of the same name), 
due out next summer. ARRL HQ staffers have 
worked with a representative of the movie maker 
to provide authentic Amateur Radio props. 


Contact will star Jodie Foster, James Woods 
and Matthew McConaughey. Foster will play Ellie 
Arroway, who, as a girl got her ham ticket along 
with her father in the late 1960s, then goes on to 
become a radio astronomer and the first person to 
decipher a message received on Earth from 
extraterrestrial intelligent life. Eventually, she’s 
among the team sent into space to explore the 
message’s origin. Robert Zemeckis will direct the 
film. 


ARRL Media Relations Assistant Jennifer 
Gagne, NITDY, provided the filmmakers with an 
ARRL map (thanks to Circulation Manager Deb 
Jahnke) and other League publications of the 
1960s. Executive Vice President David Sumner 
supplied some vintage QSLs from his own 
collection, and Educational Activities Department 
Manager Rosalie White, WAISTO, advised the 
Warner Bros contact about types of antennas and 
equipment they’d need to make the movie set 
realistic. She also sent an appropriate copy of The 
- ARRL Handbook (donated by Mike Tracy,

Unraveling the Balun 


Rigs today come with an untunable broadband 
| 50 ohm output that is unbalanced (one side is 
| grounded). To deliver full power they demand a 
| reasonably matched load or they fold back and 
I reduce power output to protect 'the final amplifier 
| transistors. That power has to go somewhere either 
as useful radiation or heat in the rig which can be 
| destructive. 


The most popular antenna is a wire dipole 
which is a balanced load. Somehow we have to 
i convert the antenna feed to match the transmitter 
| output. One popular way of doing this is to use a 
| Balun transformer. The advent of ferrite cores with 
i relatively high permeability has made this device 
| compact and efficient. The same thing can be done 
| with bulky coils or lengths of transmission line but 
they take up a lot of real estate. 


J ; \ 

The Balun is a transformer. It not only changes 
} an unbalanced input to a balanced output by phase 
| shifting one leg of the unbalanced input but it can 
| also transform impedance as well. Most Baluns are 
| supplied as broad band but ideally they can be 


| designed for target frequency operation. 


| . The broad band Balun is reasonably efficient 
| so not too many Baluns are made to be band 
| specific. To operate properly the Balun must be 
| terminated with a resistive load. Now a dipole is a 
| reasonably sharply tuned resonant circuit. This 
| means it presents a resistive load only at resonance. 


If you adjust a thin wire dipole to band center, 
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the SWR will rise to 1.4 to 1 at the band edges, up 


and down. Purists will “cut” a dipole for either the 


high or low end of the band depending on whether 


they want to concentrate on CW or phone. A Balun 
doesn’t correct for line/antenna mismatches and 
any stray reactance will upset the balanced 


_ condition canceling some of its advantages. It is 


not a universal cure-all. An improperly terminated 
Balun at high enough power will saturate the 
transformer core and generate spurious signals. 


A Balun can be a voltage or current type. In 
the voltage type, it adds a quarter wave line section 
that makes the shield on the coax back to the rig 
look like a very high RF impedance so no current 
will flow back along the line. In the current type 
the shield extension is a half wave length so that 
the cable end looks like an RF short circuit so there 
is no current to flow along the feed line. 


When a Balun is used it can be placed in the 
shack as it is when it’s included in an antenna 
matching tuner, or at the feed line-antenna 
connection. The in-shack balanced line out to the 
antenna will sometimes result in some RF floating 
around the shack depending on the band in use and 
the antenna resonant frequency. 


With the Balun up in the sky at the antenna 
feed point this will be less of a problem. This is 
why store bought wire antenna kits come with 
Baluns designed to actually be the center insulator 
of the dipole. A dipole fed other than in the center 
is still a dipole. However the impedance of the feed 
point has changed. A Balun can transform coax 
line impedance to the changed dipole impedance 
to feed an off-center fed dipole. 


A look at the ARRL Antenna Handbook will 
show a wide variety of Balun configurations. Look 
it up before you go out to buy one or a kit to put 
your own together. There isn’t any mystery once 
you see how they do their job. At best they are a 
good compromise but as usual they can’t do 
everything. If you’re a purist, there is a lot of 
improvement to be made by designing the device 


for your particular application.
